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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., depending on 
the amount of data requested by the access device, the memory controller selects the burst length and/or latency accordingly to accessing 
the desired data from the memory array module) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993). 

Applicant's remarks on page 10 that the references not teaching determine burst length information based on the nature of the memory 
request received from the source is not considered persuasive. Arimilli discloses "determine burst length information based on the nature 
of the memory request received from the source" since the memory controller interprets the received command bits from a source and 
generates different number of bits for different burst length (see col. 4 lines 34-41). Therefore broadly written claims are disclosed by the 
references cited. . 
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
